Uiere has been a suggestion by Col. Beerli to pro- 
vide an emergency system using a separate oxygen supply 
located in the left map case. It proposes connecting into 
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the suit and 'breathing lines using "Y” fittings. In 
the event the aircraft oxygen pressure would drop to 
a certain value, a check-valve in the alternate line 

would automatically open, p eroittlng oxygen to flow in 

from the emergency source. / 1 

and LAC have stated that this proposal is dangerous. 

5he exact reason for this position is not known a s 
time, but will be investigated. 

At the instigation of L/Col. Sid Brewer, LAC 
is developing a low oxygen pressure indicator system 
using lights . This gives pilots an advance warning of 
possible trouble while there is still adequate pressure. 

The development of this system will be followed for 
possible use in our aircraft.
